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That the foreign policy of King 
James First of England was far In 
advance of the foreign policy of Borne 
modern democratic countries in their 
attitude towards international rela- 
tions was the remarkable statement 
made by Mr. Archibald McGouu, K. 
I'., in an interesting address at the 
Royal Victoria College last night. 

In dealing with the subject ot his 
address, "Race or AUegiaocc", Mr. 
Mctioun outlined the use of interna- 
tional law proper as it has been 
known in modern times in the rela- 
tions between England and foreign 
countries. Th 1 speaker contended 
that the two fundamental principle 
of sane international relations found 
their origin in the broad-minded and 
far-seeing statesmanship of James I 
of England nnd VI of Scotland. The 
first of these was perhaps in the 
realm of pure speculative principles 
during the seventeenth century, but 
when finally strengthen id into a per- 
manent dictum by the authority of 
Lord Mansfield, it established the un- 
qualified right of equal protection be- 
fore the law for all subjects of tho 
Kin;, no matter in what part of the 
Empire they might dwell and no mat- 
ter what their creed or color might 



t'losely a'Un to this principle of in- 
tern il relationship necessary to imdn- 
tain the integrity ot an Empire made 
up of a conglomerate population, was 
j the great principle of consistent re- 
cognition of international rights in 
1 foreign policy — a principle which 
made its debut in England in the 
form of the Anglo-Spanish treaty of 
I August 1604, which was an excellent 
[example of the pacific and brond- 
! minded attitude that characterized 
' King James throughout all his for- 
eign dealings. When Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh outraged this treaty by delib- 
erately pillaging the Spanish Colon- 
ies he was condemned and condemn- 
ed justly. But so far was James a- 
head of his time, that tha Commons 
ultimately succeeded in overcoming 
his determined opposition and plung- 
ing the country into an unnecessary 
war. Mr. MeC.oun pointed out th it 
the element which Aorked for war 
even at that time was the. element 
that believed in an inh rent Anglo- 
Saxon superiority which, time and 
again, has proved itself a fatal 
stumbling block i n the up-building ol 
a safe nnd sane foreign policy for 
Great Britain." James had none of 
this. Herein lies his claim to h's-

Controversal matters arise from time to time at 
this University and heated discussions of the pros and 
cons of each case immediately ensue. 

We notice with regret, that frequently far too little 
light is thrown upon the merits of the various subjects 
by the correspondence in our columns, as the writers 
are ofteu so intent upon refuting some particular state- 
ment made by those persons with whom, for the mo- 
ment, they happen to disagree that they lose sight of 
the main issue at stake. 

It would be well if our correspondents occasionally 
paused to reflect before committing their views to paper 
as the exercise of a little common sense on their part 
might prove advantageous. We refer more particularly 
to the question of the Arts dinner and we would like to 
see this subject haudled in a more logical way than at 
present. Let us approach this matter in the following 
manner. 
1st. 

Is it desirable that there should be an Arts dinner 
at all ? 
2nd. 

If the Arts dinner is dry, (or wet,) will it prove 
successful and thoroughly representative of the whole 
faculty ? 
3rd. 

What can the students of the faculty of Arts do to 
make their dinner the success it should be ? 

To the first of these questions there would appear 
to be only one reply, and that is in favour of perpetuat- 
ing this function. To the second we beg to answer that, 
as matters are at present it cannot prove successful, 
since, whether it is wet or dry, many students will be 
dissatisfied and will consequently refrain from attend- 
ing. The third question on our list is a little more dif- 
ficult to answer. 

Many students oppose a wet dinner on the grounds 
of morals and hygiene and with the idea that in so 
doing they are adhering to principles which stand for 
what is best in everyday life. Other students favour it, 
and back up their contentions with the argument, of the 
right of the individual and the strength of tradition. 
How then cau these opposing factions be reconciled till 
they stand ou the common ground of loyalty to their 
faculty. 

There are several ways in which this might be done. 
It might be made an established principle that the ma- 
jority are to say whether the dinner is to be wet or 
dry and that, the minority should acquiesce cheerfully 
in this decision and should do their utmost to make the 
dinner a complete success. 

It might be possible to conipromise t and have it an 
understood matter that the dinner should be wet and 
dry alternately and that everybody should do his share 
each year in helping it aloug. Other solution of this 
vexed question will no doubt suggest themselves to 
those interested. 

As far as the Daily is concerned we are with this is- 
sue going to stop publishing any further correspondence 
on this matter in our columns as enough imbecilic state- 
ments have already been made by some of our corres- 
pondents to warraut our doing so.

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One of the most interesting pro- 
jects before the R.V.C. undergraduate 
body this year is that of establish- 
ing a summer camp. As yet the un- 
dergraduates have clone very little in 
aid of the McGill University Settle- 
ment but it is now proposed that a 
camp be established for one month 
for girls who arc now being helped 
by the settlement.

The children would be taken in 
groups of fifteen for two weeks at a 
time and with each group there 
would be two volunteers from the 
undergraduates to help in looking af- 
ter them. 

The committee in charge of the ar- 
rangements hope before Christmas to 
l>c able to lay the completed olans 
before the undergraduates. If the 
support of the whole body cannot bo 
gained it iB estimated that the camp 
could be undertaken and supported 
by individual subscriptions from 
' those in favour of it. 
i Practically the only objection rnis- 
jed against this idea so far is that it 
i is benefiting Montreal children alone 
, and all are not interested in Mont- 
real. This however is not the idea. 
It is a college project und really the 
only thing which the college as such 
can do for the McGill University Set- 
tlement. No question of personal in- 
j tercBt or race or creed should inter- 
! fere. The only idea that should in- 
! fluence people iB whether as a college 
I project they consider this a good one 
and worthy of support.

DR. WELSH ADDRESSES 

STUDENTS 
ON RELIGIOUS SUBJECT 

The Second of Series of Sun- 
day Lectures at Strathcona 
Hall 

The second of a series of interest- 
ing lectures on matters of general 
theological interest, was given by 
Dr. Welsh in Strathcona Hall on 
Sunday. 

The subject for the day was "Rev- 
elation, and Inspiration," and th'ir 
relations with our conceptions of re- 
ligious matters, and our attitude to- 
wards the Bible. Revelation in its 
elementary form is contained in vi- 
sions' and dreams, whereby God's 
word is directly made known to men. 
As time advanced, this conception 
gave way to that of revelation as 
coining from the man himself, that is 
to say his soul. Inspiration was 
similarly treated. 

At the conclusion of the most in- 
teresting address several questions 
were asked by members of the audi- 
ence, and answered by Dr. Welsh.

The most noticeable feature is the 
all-round growth of our Alma Mater.

As a rule the strong and husky man 
is not the most graceful, but he will 
soon get over that fault if he goes 
nlxmt these exercises in the right 
way, nnd it is my opinion that no 
matter how strong or how weak a 
man may be he will bless the day 
when he first began 'gym' classes. 
There are the too Wicksteed medals 
offered for competition every year 
which is a fact which does not seem 
to be generally known. These are a 
bronze medal to the winner of the 
second year and a silver medal to 
the winner of the 4th year in the 
competition held about the end of 
Fobruary. These arc by no means to 
be displsed in themselves, nnd they 
bring with them a small plain 'M'.
